Not a Shred of the Indepen- 
dence of Republics Shall 
Remain. 



Loudon, May 20. — Lord Salisbury, who 
was entertained at dinner to-night by tho 
City of London Conservative Association 
inude an important announcement regard- 
ing the government's South African 
policy. 

"The 'stop-the-war' party have used 
my name," said the Premier, in support 
of their ideas, by stating that 1 promised 
there should be no annexation ol terri- 
tory or annexation of the goldlields. 1 
never gave the pledge. I never meant 
to give a pledge. (Loud cheers.) I stat- 
ed a simple historical faet. We were 
accused of going to war for lust of gold 
and territory, it was one of these atro- 
cious calumnies which, under the favor- 
ing influence of Or. Leyds, spread itself 
over the press of Europe. Nothing could 
be more untrue. We went to war to 
stop oppression of the Queen's subjects in 
the Transvaal and because our remon- 
strances were met by an insulting ulti- 
matum, to which, if the Queen's govern- 
ment had submitted, her power not only 
in South Africa, but over the colonies 
and her dependencies would have been tit 
an end. We were forced into war by 
llie actions of our opponents. 

"To say that because wo repudiated the 
greed of territory we therefore bound 
ourselves never to annex any territory is 
a most ridiculous misconstruction, 1 dwell 
on this point because this matter of an- 
nexation is about to become a burning 
question. 

"We have made a tremendous sacrifice 
of blood and treasure in tlte conflict. 
There are misleading prophets, whose nc- 
tion balks as large iu the columns ol" the 
newspapers as the action of more influ- 
ential and powerful people, who mislead 
the rulers ol' the Transvaal to continue 
resistance far beyond the time when all 
resistance has ceased to be even possibly 
successful. These men are perpetually 
pressing us to make some conditions or 
olfer some arranged stipulations that -will 
leave a shred of independence to the two 
republics. 

"Our only certainty of preventing a re- 
currence! of this fearful war, is to in- 
sure that never again shall such vast 
accumulations of armaments occur, and 
that not a shred of the former, independ- 
ence of the republics shall remain. 
(Cheers.) 

"Wo are not yet at the end of the war; 
but, 1 shall .venture to lay down as a 
primary condition of any future settle- 
ment, Unit precautions will be taken of 
such a character that such a war twill 
never occur again. Of course, what 
measure's will be necessary it is impos- 
sible at any moment to determine, be- 
cause that depends largely upon the ac- 
tion and temper of those with whom two 
have to deal. 

"I have already intimated that their 
resistance has gone beyond the limit to 
which resistance could wisely go. It is 
not for us to criticize their acts, in what 
they are pleased to call self-defence, hut 
they have acted ho that every bitterness 
created by the war and every severance 
o£ classes and races have been stimulated 
by every measure they have taken and 
so they "go on. s - 

"It will also be our duty to protect 
Chose native races who have been so 
sorely afflicted, and at the same time, 
so •to' conduct their policy that so far as 
possible, there shall be a reconciliation 
and that every one shall be a happy mem- 
ber of the British Empire." 

After the Master of the Rolls, Lord 
Alverstone, had proposed the "Imperial 
Forces," Lord Salisbury again rose, 
' oliling a paper in his band and said: 

"1 find that Lord Roberts lias occu- 
pied Johannesburg." 

This announcement was followed by n 
wild display of enthusiasm, the company 
eheeiing for "Bobs" anil singing "God 
Save the Queen." 

Lord Salisbury, later in the evening, 
when proposing "The City of London. 
Conservative Association." referred to 
the "Glorious news," received, and said: 
"One thing we 'have learned from this 
war is that everything depends upon the 
General." 

London, May 30.— Lord Salisbury's ut- 
terances at the banquet of the City of 
London Conservative Association last 
evening are the most emphatic enuncia- 
tion of the government's attitude toward 
the conquered states which has been put 
forth. His declarations are accepted by 
the newspapers as irrevocable, especially 
the declaration that "not n shred of in- 
dependence shall remain."

Predicted That British Force 
Will Arrive at Pretoria 
on Friday, 



Washington, D.C., May 29.— Such ad- 
vices as have reached here indicate that 
the situation In China has assumed a 
very critical phase and one calculated to 
tax the entire resources of the Chinese 
government. The state department lias 
been in close communication with Mr. 
('linger, the United States Minister at 
Pekin, and the navy department is tak- 
ing its share, having placed the flag- 
ship Newark as far up the I'ei Ho river 
as the Taku forts, which is the nearest 
point to Pekin that ships can reach. 

The operations of the Boxers are in- 
creasing in magnitude. Their demon- 
tratioiis are no longer local and they 
appear to be governed in their move- 
ments by seme well settled designs. They 
have murdered nine Methodist mission- 
aries in one province, at the town of 
Pachow, and have closed in on Pekin. 

Meantime the Chinese army is sus- 
pected of disloyalty, this belief being 
strengthened by wholesale desertions of 
the soldiers to the Boxers. Minister 
Conger has appealed to the state depart- 
ment for the protection of a marine 
guard for his legation. The department 
lias promptly cabled him an authoriza- 
tion to call upon the nearest United 
States naval vessels for assistance. The 
ship he would naturally look to would lie 
the Newark, and it is assumed that he 
has already communicated with Admiral 
Kempff, on board the flagship. The em- 
barrassing feature of the situation is the 
cutting of the communication by rail be- 
tween Taku and Tien Tsiti, and there 
are probably only two courses open to the 
marines who wish to reach Pekin— a long 
overland march through hostile country 
away from supports, or a tedious voyage 
upoii the swift and shallow I'ei Ho in 
shore boats in tow of steam launches. 

According to reports, the Chinese gov- 
ernment has dune everything in its power 
to meet demands of the diplomatic body 
at Pekin for the dispersion of the Box- 
ers, hut it appears that the uprising is 
more serious than was at first apprehend- 
ed, and even the resident ministers at 
Pekin are inclined to admit that the 
task is nut an easy one for the Chinese 
government. 

So far. all the measures taken by the 
state department look to the simple pro- 
tection of the United State legation at 
Pekin. The United Sates consulates in 
the vicinity and the lives of such Ameri- 
cans as may be obliged to take refuge 
there in the event of general rioting. 
The state department is closely adher- 
ing to the practice it has always observed 
of non-interference, and it is not con- 
templated that the naval fotces shall 
take part in the contest between the 
Chinese 'government and the Boxers. 

Tien Tsin, May 20.— An armed rescu- 
ing party of Frenchmen and Germans 
started this afternoon to try to relieve the 
besieged Belgians, The viceroy, under 
the pressure of the French consul, Jnis 
permitted the rescuers to travel by rail- 
road to Fong Tsi, where Chinese protec- 
tion ends. The Belgians are besieged at 
Chang Tsin Tein, near Fiingtai. 

Tien Tsin. May 20. — A detachment of 
two hundred Chinese soldiers has clear- 
ed the railway between here and Pekin, 
and service was resumed at noon. No 
news has been received from the Belgian 
engineers engaged in the construction of 
the Luhan line. In other respects the 
situation is more quiet. Thirty Japanese 
have arrived from the gunboat Atagoan. 
The French flagship Dentrescastcaux 
and the gunboat Surprise have left Taku. 

Shanghai, May 20.— The Russian min- 
ister at Pekin has telegraphed asking 
that all the available gunboats be sent 
to Taku.

London, May 30— (3:30 a. in.)— Lord 
Roberts is bivouacking in the suburbs of 
Johannesburg, and intends to make a 
victorious entry at noon to-day. Judg- 
ing from bis despatch he must have 
private information as to the disposition 
Of the garrison in the fort, us 'he does 
not seem to expect opposition. 

Lord Roberts' cavalry has flowed on 
beyond Johannesburg. A portion is un- 
derstood to be at Zurzurfontein, seven 
miles north of Johannesburg and within* 
twenty miles of Pretoria. Lord Rob- 
erts, ulthough with a broken bridge at 
Vcreeniging and a wrecked railway be- 
hind him, lias somehow managed to get 
forward sufficient supplies for his largo 
force. 

As he has been able to do so much, it 
is considered possible he will be outside? 
of Pretoria on Friday. The rapidity ot 
his advance is thought an extraordinary, 
achievement, even by grudging Conti- 
nental critics. 

The Boers, who expected to fight along 
the line of hills known as Klip Rivers- 
berg, abandoned the eastern end of the 
range, near Lord Roberts' advance line, 
but they stood their ground on the ex- 
treme right near Vanwycksrust, where 
they met Gen. French's turning move-i 
ment. The light continued all day, and 
the result is us yet mere conjecture. 
Probably the Boers' rear guard succeed- 
ed in keeping Gen. French off and is uow 
in the bills northwest of Johauiifccourg. , 

The Standard has the following ad- 
vices from Pretoria, under Monday's! 
date: " The Truusvrtnl government haa 
opened, or is about to open, peace nego- 
tiations. It has cabled a final inquiry, 
to its agents abroad, asking whether any 
hope exists of aid." 

Without doubt the presence of Lord 
Roberts with 40,000 men at Johannes- 
burg will hasten the Transvaal's deci- 
sion. Despatches from Lorenzo Marquea 
describe President Kruger as " waver- 
ing, but demanding a guarantee that ho 
shall not be exiled to St. Helena." 

The lighting burghers still continue to 
desert, and the total collapse of the Boer 
military organization is not far off. Mr. 
Bennett Burleigh, wiring from_ Lord 
Roberts' headquarter^ at Vcreeniging on 
Sunday, says: 

" I doubt, if President Kruger eatt 
muster 15,000 men, as many of tha 
burghers have gone to their homes." 

Tlie stnuncher Boers are sending their 
families witli wagons and stores to the 
Zoutpansberg district. Whether Pre- 
toria will be defended is uncertain, al- 
though a Pretoria message, dated Sun- 
day, pictures the work of defending Jhe 
capital as going on with " feverish, 
activity." 

Pretoria is situated in a wilderness- o£ 
kopjes and ranges, and is provided with 
defences that will require at least 
20,000 men to man them properly. There 
may be one hard nut for the British to 
crack. Tlie last message out of Pre- 
toria is the following, dated May 28, and 
censored by the Boer government: 
" Kraus, acting as special commandant 
at Johannesburg, lias issued a circular 
to tlie officials concerned, warning them 
of the necessity of controlling tlie foreign 
element in the town, and directing them 
to resist all attempts to destroy property 
or life, meeting force with force." 

The Netherlands Railway Company 
yesterday notified the authorities at 
Lorenzo Marques that they must decline 
to accept goods for delivery at Johannes- 
burg. Johannesburg telegrams are still 
accepted, subject to stoppage at Pretoria, 

WELCOME RAIN. 

Showers Have Fallen in Some Parts of 
Indian Famine Districts. 

London, May 29— The Viceroy of 
India telegraphs that rains have fallen 
in Mysore and that scattered showers 
have fallen elsewhere. Cholera has not 
abated iu many pnrt,s of Bombay and 
Rajipotaua, and causes much mortality 
and Impedes tin- relief work. There 
are now 5,730,000 persons in receipt oC 
relief.

Capetown, May 20.— Lord Roberts yes- 
terday announced to his troops the an- 
nexation of the Free State, which here- 
uftcr will be called the Orange River 
State. 

London, May 20.— The following de- 
spatch has been received from Lord 
Itoucrts: 

" Genniston, May 20. — (6:30 p. in.)— 
We arrived here this afternoon without 
being seriously opposed. There have 
been no casualties, so far aa I am aware, 
in the main column, and not many, 1 
trust, in the cavalry aud mounted in- 
fantry. 

•' The enemy did not expect us until 
to-morrow, and had not, therefore, car- 
ried off all their rolling stock. 

" We have possession of the junction 
connecting Johannesburg with Natal, 
Pretoria and Klerksdorp bj railroad. 

"Johannesburg is reported quiet, and 
no mines, I understand, have been in- 
jured. 

" 1 shall summon the commandant in 
the morning, and if, as I expect, there is 
no opposition, I propose to enter the 
town with all the troops at noon." 

Geruiiston is a suburb to the south- 
east of the Johannesburg railway junc- 
tion, and Gen. Roberts mentions it in his 
message to the war otlice probably be- 
cause Elaudsfontein station is further 
east. Additional evidence that the 
mines are intact comes in a message 
received by a mining company to-day 
from its Johannesburg representative, 
dated May 28, via Delagoa Bay, saying: 
"All right." 

Pretoria, May 28. — The British occu- 
pied Zeerust this morning, and a large 
force is inarching on Lichtenberg. 

An official bulletin states that the Brit- 
ish crossed the Vaal river on Saturday. 
Gen. Lemmer had a severe fight at Klip 
river. Five of the burghers were 
wounded and two captured. The British 
"were 5,000 strong. 

By an order issued the President 
decreed that May 27 nud the two follow- 
ing days be observed by the whole conn- 
try as days of prayer, humiliation and 
confession of sin, and that petitions 
should be offered for relief from oppres- 
sion.

— The Evening Tele- 
gram's London correspondent cables that 
Lord Stratheona and Mount Royal is 
much disappointed over the delay in 
sending the recruits for Strathcona's 
Horse from Capetown to the front. 
He has communicated with Lord Lans- 
downe, secretary of state for war. 



FOOLISH FOREIGNERS. 

•Cheer For Kruger and Get Mobbed by 
the Crowd. 

London, May 30.— i'he news that Lord 
Roberts was practically master of Jo- 
hannesburg was received in London with 
•enthusiasm. A profession of students 
marched through the West End, cheer- 
ing and singing. The announcement at 
the various places of amusement was 
followed by the singing of the national 
anthem and cheering for "Bobs." 

While the townspeople at Fleetwood 
were cheering the announcement that 
Lord Roberts, had occupied Johannes- 
burg, the German crew of the Henrietta, 
an English vessel that was sold to a 
German firm, cheered President Kruger. 
Several conflicts occurred between the 
Germans and the English, and the chief 
oflieer of the Henrietta was mobbed. 
Ultimately the police force was doubled.

London, May 30. — 'file Daily Express 
has the following from Shanghai, dated 
Tuesday: " The rebellion continues to 
grow in intensity, and the gravest fears 
are entertained of its ultimate extent. 
The foreign envoys at Pekin, fearing a 
massacre within the capital, have decid- 
ed to bring up the guards of the lega- 
tions. 

" The rebels are now massing outside 
of Pekin, and their numbers are reported 
to be constantly augmenting. Fresh 
contingents of armed malcontents are 
coming up almost hourly from the north. 

" The Imperial troops who were sent 
to disperse the rebels found themselves 
hopelessly outnumbered. Several hund- 
red were killed, and two guns and many 
rifles were captured, after which the 
most of the remaining troops went over 
to the rebels. They are now marching 
side by side. 

" It is believed that the Boxers have 
the sympathy of the entire army, and 
there is no doubt that they have the 
countenance of the Empress Dowager 
and of Prince Chiug. 

" The Belgian minister, escorted by a 
strong bodyguard, hns gone to obtain an 
audience with the Tsung Li Yiinien, a 
number of his couutrvmen with their 
families having been cut off by the 
rebels at Chang Tsin Tien." 

London, May :>0.— A despatch from 
Shanghai states that the position of the 
missionaries is one of extreme peril un- 
less aiil is speedily forthcoming, it is 
feared they will meet with the same fate 
as their unfortunate converts, whom the 
Boxers are ruthlessly murdering. 

Pekin. May 29.— The relief party has 
returned from Chiug lining Tein, bring- 
ing twenty-live persons, including several 
women and children. 



French War 

Minister Resigns 



General De Gallifet Asks to 
Be Relieved of His 
Office. 



General Andre is Chosen as 
Successor and Promptly 
Accepts. 



Paris, May 20— (1 a. m.) — Gen. the 
Marquis de Galllfet, minister of war. 
has resigned. It is officially announced 
that his successor is Gen. Andre. 

The official journnl this morning, there- 
fore, contains the acceptance of the 
resignation, embodied in a decree signed 
by M. Loubet, whioa also appoints the 
new minister of war. After deciding 
upon Gen. Andre as the most acceptable 
successor, the Premier telegraphed to 
him nt Neniurs, where he was tnking 
part in (lie manoeuvres. Gen. Andre 
left immediately, arriving at Paris about 
11:15 liisl evening. An. understanding 
was rapidly reached regarding all points 
in the ministerial programme, and at 
midnight the Premier was nble to send 
the decree to the official journal. In 
spite of his plea of ill-health, this is not 
generally considered the sole reason for 
the resignation of Gen. de Gallifet. 
Having in view the apologetic statement 
made by M. Waldeck- Rousseau in the 
chamber of deputies, there seems little 
doubt that he was annoyed by the word 
" felony " applied to an officer of the 
French army, although there is little 
difference between the language of the 
Premier and that which Gen. de Gallifet 
had himself used nt the previous meet- 
ing. 

In his letter to M. Waldcek-Rousseau. 
the premier, asking him to place the 
resignation in the hands of the President 
of the Republic, Gen. de Gallifet pleads 
ill-health as a reason for his decision. 
His exact words nre: " I am very un 
well, and my health prevents me resist 
ing all emotions of the moment."

THE DREYFUS CASE 

Still Forms a Fruitful Source of 
French Discussion. 

Paris, May 29.— Tne Senate re-nssem 
bled to-day, and M. Eugene Eurin pre 
sented his report, by the provisions ol 
which further private criminal proceed 
ings arising out of recriminations in the 
Dreyfus case will be closed, and in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the govern- 
ment he asked for a discussion of the 
measure next Friday, to which the Sen 
ate agreed. 

The report says that Dreyfus is ex- 
cluded from amnesty owing to the seri- 
ous objection that amnesty, in effacing 
all trace of the condemnation and the 
crime itself, would have as a conse- 
quence the reinstatement of Dreyfus in 
all his rights, while, on the other hand, 
it would deprive him of the right to seek 
a revision of his case. The bill, it is 
further pointed out, will have the effect 
of removing suils from the criminal 
courts to civil jurisdiction, and the most 
complete light may tints be thrown on 
the Dreyfus affair, but without noise 
mid without scandal. 

IMITATION BUTTER. 

Protection Ahead For the Indus- 
trious Cow. 

Washington, May 29.— After an excit- 
ing contest lasting many months, the ad- 
vocates of the Grout bill, placing an 
almost prohibitive tax on oleomargerine 
and like imitation butters, succeeded to- 
day in having that measure favorably 
reported from the house committee on 
agriculture. The vote was 10 to 7 in 
favor of the bill.

ou Uie creeks. TUey can be looked lor 
to arrive on the next steamer reaching 
here from iSku.gwi'.y, due about a ween 
hence. 'Xhe Ura left Dawsou, bound 
up the river with another crowd oC Klon- 
dikers on the day that the Flora reach- 
ed LeJJarge, and the Sybil was to fol- 
low her shortly. 

It is to the C. L>. Company s steam- 
er Australian, commanded by a Victor- 
ian Capt. Harry Parsons, that credit is 
attached for lmiking the first run from 
Bennett down to Caribou, not the Alpha 
as stated, that vessels having got no 
further than a few miles down the lake. 
The Australian steamed out of Bennett, 
which was still bridged by fust-thaw- 
ing ice, on the afternoon of May liii. She 
had to cut her way through eighteen 
miles of ice before reaching clear water 
and made a good run thence to Caribou, 
where she landed her heavy cargo ot 
railroad material and returned to Ben- 
nett, arriving ou the 25th. She left again 
on the buuie afternoon, loaded to the 
guards with freight for the railway com- 
pany. The Bailey and the Gleaner were 
to have left Bennett ou the same day, 
and the lteaper— the now vessel of the 
Capt. John Irving company was expect- 
ed to bo launched in a few .lays. The 
two large vessels, the Bailey and Aus- 
tralian, it was understood at Beune: 
were to be taken down the White Hor 
rapids to join the ileet running- from 
White Horse to Dawson. 

The ice wan very soft* ou Bennett on 
the l»5tli and was expected to break a few 
days later. By now it as expected there 
will be clear water from Benuett to Daw- 
ton. 

The passengers by the Tees included C. 
L. Stewart, o£ the Northwest Mounted 
Police, who has been stationed at Tngish; 
Rev, J. C. Speer, formerly pastor of the 
Metropolitan Methodist church of this 
city, who has been taking a holiday, 
and data gathering tour for lectures, be- 
fore leaving for Toronto; G. W. Marion, 
who intends running on the Martin 
ticket in CaseJar; J. Monteith, Mr. Sin- 
glehtirst and wife, ami H. E. Morrow. 
Mr. Siuglehurdt is the representative of 
some New York capitalists who have 
property in the Omiueca district. He 
took in a large force of men and is now 
returning from Hazelton. 

Kev. J. C. Speer was much pleased 
with his northern trip. He says the city 
■ >f Benuett, when he was there on May 
'J-l. reminded him of this city during the 
Klondike rush. There were three thous- 
and people there awaiting transportation 
to Dawson. The freight sheds were full, 
hundreds of tons of freight awaiting 
shipment. Workmen were busily con- 
structing scows to carry freight. " It is 
not Bennett though, according to the 
reverned gentleman, that will be the up- 
per river metropolis of the north. White 
llorse is destined to be the big place. 
Everything points to the fact that it will 
be a large city. There are a great many 
large gold and copper properties in the 
vicinity, and these will add to its wealth. 
Mr. Spe^r took over a hundred photos 
during his trip. 

One of the locomotives bought by the 
W. 1*. & Y. railway from the CP. It. has 
reached Skagway.

Willapa Brings a Budget of News— Rich 
Wreck Bay— Storm Destroys 
Huts. 

There are few steamers plying from 
Victoria that do not return without a 
tale of gold. The Tees tells ot the out- 
coming of the Klondikers, the Queen 
City of the rich ore at the head of Port- 
land canal, aud the Willapa, which re- 
turned from Capo Scott and way porta 
yesterday morning, brings news of the 
clean-up at Wreck Bay. In the safe of 
Mr. J. E. Sutton, a brother of whom, 
Mr. W. J. Sutton, arrived down by the 
Willapa from the now f unions black sand 
placers on the West Coast, when the 
Willapa left there was $400 In gold 
which has been washed from the black 
sand. The only difficulty attached to the 
working of the property is to carry water 
there. A flume running a mile or so 
back from the beach is now being built. 
As platinum is also reported to have 
been found here, big returns are looked 
for from Wreck Bay. 

The Willapu, now in charge of Capt. 
Towusend, who for a long time has been 
mate on that vessels, was in the very 
heavy storm, which did so much damage 
off tiie Coast, on her way down from 
Cape Scott. After leaving Winter Har- 
bor she caught the full fury of the south- 
cast gale, and was considerably buffet- 
ted by the high seas. The storm did con- 
siderable damage at the Indian villages 
along the coast, the sea having swept 
a wiiy inshore like ft tidal wave. At 
Abatasett and Nootka a number of In- 
dian huts are reported to have been 
washed away. At Clayoquot the storm 
broke up the Queen's Birthday celebra- 
tion, and it wus not until the following 
Sunday that the aquatic sports were 
held there. 

From Qnatsino news is brought iby the 
Willapa that operations at the coal mine 
there have been temporary suspended. 
Philip Howe, manager of the company, 
and it. Lawrie, the head miner, accom- 
panied by bis family, came down en route 
to Wellington. The suspension of opera- 
tions is caused by the death at San Fran- 
cisco of Mr. Hallidie, president of the 
company.

FILIPINO WAR. 



Natives Besiege Cuterman But Fail to 
Take It. 

Manila. May 20.— Major Henry T. 
Allen of the Forty-third infantry, while 
scouting from Catbalongam, island of 
Samnr, May 0, drove 11 party of insur- 
gents from the valleys. Four Americans 
were killed, including Lieut. Evans, who 
was killed while leading a charge agninst 
entrenchments. Eleven of the enemy 
were killed and four wounded. The 
town of Cntermnn, island of Samnr, wns 
attacked at midnight April 30 by a 
thousand rebels, who entrenched them- 
selves near the town over night. Cnpt. 
John Cook, of the Forty-third regiment, 
fought the Filipinos for 10 hours, and 
afterwards buried 150 of the enemy's 
dead. One American was killed and 
one wounded.

THIS WAR. 

The Free State has been formally an- 
nexed to the British crown, ami 
Johannesburg is ours. The end cannot 
now be very tar distant. 

Roberts will probably rest at Johannes- 
burg for ii little while, as his infantry 
have been rushed forward very rapidly 
during the last few days. Meanwhile 
his. mounted forces will doubtless pro- 
ceed to occupy the approaches to Pre- 
toria from the south and intercept all 
communications between the force at 
Laiug's Nek and the capital. We shall 
not bo surprised to hear that the enemy 
have abandoned the Nek and retreated 
northward to Middleburg, with the hope 
o£ taking refuge in Lydenburg, to which 
point it is alleged the Boors contemplate 
retiring for a final stand. But such a 
course would be perilous, for Bullcr 
already threatens the highway leading 
north wtird. 

Activity is reported from our forces on 
the western frontier of the Transvaal. 
Pretoria advices state that Zeerust has 
been occupied and that a large force is 
advancing on Lichteuburg. These towns 
arc respectively northeast and southeast 
from Ma f eking and are about 35 miles 
from that town and about -10 miles 
from each other. Highway roads ex- 
tend from them to Krugersdorp, which 
is about 25 miles west of Pretoria and 
on the railway to Klerksdorp. Lichten- 
burg is about 95 miles from Krugers- 
dorp. and Zeerust is a little further. 
With columns advtmcing from these 
towns and Methuen coming up the Vaa! 
valley, the western part of the Trans- 
vaal will be swept clear of the enemy. 
There will probably be no serious resist- 
ance to either column. 

Lydenburg, to which it is alleged the 
enemy will retreat as a last resort, is 
about ISO miles E. N. E. of Pretoria. 
At present it is without railway com- 
munication, although the announcement 
was made some time ago that, the Trans- 
vaal government had ordered the branch 
line from the Portuguese frontier to be 
extended to Lydenburg immediately. 
The town is situated among the mouu- 
tainis and ought to be very easily de- 
fended. We do not anticipate, however, 
that ther'> will be much of a stand even 
there. Kruger is fast losing his hold 
upon the people, and when they have 
lost the rest of the country there will be 
no object in fighting to preserve the fic- 
tion of independence. 

We look for an early collapse of till 
opposition. With Johannesburg in our 
hands, there is no reason why the Boers 
should sacrifice any more lives in oppos- 
ing the overthrow of their government. 
Without the great gold camp, the Trans- 
vaal is not worth struggling for, ami 
even Kruger must realize that we have 
gone to Johannesburg to slay. It is said 
that the peace party is growing stronger 
every day. This is :t most likely thing. 
Roberts' advance has been resistless, and 
the most ardent Transvaaler must feel 
satisfied that further opposition is hope- 
less. Before Roberts leaves Johannes- 
burg be will probably issue a proclama- 
tion to the Transvanlers which will have 
a profound effect in bringing about 
peace. 

By the annexation of the Free State 
ami its incorporation into the Empire 
under the name " The Orange River 
State." a snug little patch of red has 
been placed on the map. Our new pos- 
session hits an area of 48,326 square 
miles, and its population ten years ago 
was 205,503, of whom 77,710 were 
whites. Immigration was largely on 
the increase, and it was estimated that 
just before the breaking out "f hostilities 
the white population had reached So.OOO. 
While not possessed of such mineral re-, 
sources as those of the Transvaal, it was 



a very prosperous country, and will 
doubtless so continue.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUE. 

On March 5, Senator Macdonald 
brought up in the Senate the political 
situation in British Columbia, and there 
was a little debate, in the course of 
which Senator Mills, Minister of Jus- 
tice, said: "There is no doubt of this, 
that the Governor who dismisses his 
ministers and appeals to the country 
takes his life in bin hands. The respon J 
sibility is with him. The result will be 
determined by the people of the prov- 
ince." Referring to the dismissal of 
Mcrcier in Quebec, Senator Mills de- 
clared that such ail act ought, to be fol- 
lowed by an immediate appeal to the peo- 
ple, ami characterized the four months' 
delay in that case as "wholly contrary to 
anything known in British history." In 
British Columbia the delay has not been 
unite four months, but the principle is the 
same, because we have had for three 
months, and will have for some time yet, 
a government carrying on affairs without 
popular sanction, and this we may justly 
claim id "wholly contrary to anything 
known in British history." Col. Prior 
brought the question up in the House of 
Commons on iho following day. and its a 
result Sir Wilfrid l.nurier dealt with it 
ill a general way. Ho did not employ the 
language used by his colleague, Senator 
Mills, but he was equally emphatic. He 
said that the matter was in the hands 
of the people of the province, "if they 
approve of the action of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, in my judgment, that is an 
end of the quest ion. If they disapprove 
"f it by returning a hotwi' of assembly, 
the majority of which is opposed to the 
present government, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor will be fouud to have taken u very 
serious step." 

We draw special attention to Sir Wil- 
frid's language. The condemnation of 
the Lieutenant-Governor will he the elec- 
tion of a house hostile to the present gov- 
ernment. The friends of the Lieutenant- 
Governor have claimed that the fact that 
Mr. Semlin is not before the people as a 
party deader renders the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's position safe, for it cannot now 
be claimed that in defeating Mr. Martin 
the people declared for Mr. Semlin, and 
consequently they could uot be taken to 
have pronounced a verdict upon the is- 
sue involving the Lieutenant-Governor^ 
tenure of office. But Sir Wilfrid disposes 
of this and tells the public that it is im- 
material what may be the fate of Mr. 
Semlin, it is the fate of Mr. Martin to 
which the Ottawa cabinet will look in 
judging what ought: to be done with the 
official responsible for Mr. Martin's sud- 
den accession to office. Thus wo have 
before us in this election a square issue 
involving the action of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. If we condone that act at 
the polls by returning Mr. Martin with a 
majority, the incident will of course bo 
closed, but if wo defeat Mr. Martin, the 
Lieutenant-Governor shares the defeat 
und its consequences with him. 



INCONSISTENT MR. MARTIN. 

We pointed out yesterday the inconsist- 
ency of Mr. Martin on the question of 
borrowing money for highways and other 
purposes, and said that the fact of his 
having occupied one position a short tirno 
ago was no reason why he should oe 
found supporting it now. We have an- 
other interesting instance of tho same 
kind, which is given herewith. 

In 1896 Mr. Martin was a candidate 
for the House of Commons in Winnipeg 
and the members of the Trades and La- 
bor Council put a few questions to him. 
Two of these are of special interest just 
now. We quote them: 

"Are you in favor of constructing and 
operating the Hudson's Bay railway as 
a government work? 

"Are you in favor of the government 
owning and operating tho telegraph and 
telephone systems of Canada?" 

To these question Mr. Martin replied 
as follows in a letter addressed to Wm. 
White, 8tj Hallet street, Winnipeg: 

"1. I am not in favor of the govern- 
ment constructing and operating rail- 
ways. I think this oan be done much 
better by private individuals and that 
any government aid should be given as 
a bonus or subsidy. 

"2, For the same reason I am not in 
favor of the government owning and 
operating telegraph and telephone Sys- 
tems," 

It will bo observed that in bis first 
answer Mr. Martin has left himself no 
loophole of escape by claiming that he 
had a purtieula. line in uiiurl and special- 
ly referred to the ownership of railways 
by the Dominion government. He states 
that he thinks railways can be built and 
operated belter by private individuals 
than by governments, and while recog- 
nizing that government assistance ought 
to be extended to railways, thinks it 
ought to be in the form of bonuses or 
subsidies. Four years have passed and 
now Mr. Martin can find nothing too 
hard to be said against bonuses or sub- 
sidies and wants the government to build 
and operate all lines. Where he will 
stand next year we shall not try to guess. 
There is a rumor that his championship 
of government ownership is oniy to pave 
the wtiy for substantial assistance to en- 
able the Great Northern or the Northern 
Pacific to get control of a large portion 
of the carrying trade of British Colum- 
bia, and after his somersault on tho 
question of government ownership, no 
one need be surprised at anything he 
may do hereafter. We are indebted to 
the Greenwood Times for the interesting 
quotations given above. 

It is about time to open a roster of 
Mr. Martin's political tergiversations. 
Here is a partial list: 

Government ownership of railways. 

Bonusing or subsidizing railways. 

Borrowing money for roaiir «.a;l publio 
■n-orks. 



Exclusion of aliens from our placer 
mines. 

Legislative action in British Columbia 
against Chinese and Japanese. 

The royalty on tho Crow's Nest coal 
lands. 

Other cases might be cited, but these 
will do to show how completely untrust- 
worthy Mr. Martin is upon any question 
whatever. It will be remembered that he 
euused the Lieutenant-Governor to say 
in his prorogation speech that tho house 
would be called together bofore the end 
of the fiscal year. We know now that 
nothing of the kind will happen. Mr. 
Martin is a most variable quantity. Cun 
any man be more unsafe as a leader'.' 



DARCEY ISLAND LEPERS. 

Col. Prior has done well to bring up 
the matter of the Darcey Island lepers. 
It may be conceded that the Dominion 
government is under no obligation fo 
provide for these unfortunate people, 
but it is singular that, while they have 
taken charge of lepers from Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Nova Scotia and Manitoba, 
as well as from New Brunswick, they 
have categorically refused to do tho 
same for this province. The govern- 
ment wits under no greater obligation in 
the one case than iu the other. It is 
perhaps generally understood thai the 
Dominion, by the tonus of Confedera- 
tion, assumed control of the lazaretto 
at Tracadie, N. B., and that this was 
understood to be a special arrangement 
not in any way affecting the responsi- 
bility of the provincial' governments to 
lit tend to sanitary matters within their 
respective jurisdictions. The ease of 
the province does not rest upon any 
legal claim upon the Dominion, but only 
npon the equitable one that, whereas, 
whenever cases of leprosy arise in other 
provinces, the unfortunate victims are 
taken to Tracadie and there provided for, 
in this province they are left to be taken 
care of by the local authorities. Why 
should fish be made of one and flesh of 
the others in this way? Surely we have 
a right to the same sort of treatment as 
is meted out to other provinces. 

The amount of money involved is not 
serious, and it is not on this account that 
we claim that the Dominion should as- 
sume the responsibility for the care of 
the Darcey Island lepers. The case of 
those from Manitoba shows that there is 
no difficulty in transporting the unfortu- 
nate people long distances. They must 
certainly receive better treatment in 
Tracadie, where there are nurses 
familiar with the disease, than is possible 
on Darcey Island. All the arguments are 
in favor of the Dominion assuming the 
responsibility in the premises, and the 
persistent shirking of it is m>t credit- 
able. 

The news that the White Pass Sc 
Yukon railway company intend to build 
a branch line westward from White 
Horse towards the copper mines is of 
very great interest. No better evidence 
could be given of the confidence felt by 
the company in the possibilities of thiH 
great copper country. 

The Times feels called upon to remind 
its readers that it is a newspaper. It is 
strange how many people forget this 
fact, not only in regard to the Times, 
but the Colonist and every other paper 
us well. The remark applies especially 
to tho politicians, who seem to think it if 
a part of the duty of a newspaper to 
color the facts in political campaigns to 
suit the special purposes of the party 
which the paper is supporting. Yet these 
same people would scorn to tell a lie 
themselves. 



The decision of tho Militia Department 
to convert all our infantry militia com- 
panies into mounted corps will be 
learned with interest by the members o£ 
those companies and by the public gener- 
ally. Lord Roberts has demonstrated 
the extreme importance of a thoroughly 
mobile force. The lesson will not be 
lust on the military world. It proves 
the truth of the couplet: 
"Thrice armed is he who hath his quarrel 
Just, 

But four times he who gets his left In 
fust." 



We confess to be unable to seo the 
point of the Times' sarensm in regard to 
Mr. T. B. Hall's suggestion as to the 
effect of a small duty on foreign wheat 
Imported into Great Britain. Does the 
Times happen to know that the purchase 
of the Khedive's shares in the Suez 
canal by the British government, an act 
that has altered the whole political situa- 
tion in Northern Africa, was due to the 
suggestion of an obscure newspaper 
man, who learned that the shares were 
for sale and took the news to Disraeli 
with a suggestion that Groat Britain 
should purchase them, a suggestion that 
the shrewd Premier acted upon in- 
stantly? So it is quite within the 
range of possibility that Mr. Hall's sug- 
gestion might, by reason of its extreme 
simpleuess, find favor with those who 
are endeavoring to discover means 
whereby the relations between the Colo- 
nies and tho Mother Country may be 
perfected.

Since electric lighting ctime into gen- 
eral use in all cities, the lighting effects 
of the stage have been completely 
changed. Effects that were impossible 
without electric lights arc now quite 
common.

Labor Meeting 



It Was Engineered by 
ifces and Turned 
a Fizzle. 



Martin- 
Out 



Ready Made Resolutions Pass- 
ed Reflecting on Labor 
Organizations. 



The workingmen filled the A. O. U. W. 
hall last night to auout one-half of itn 
capacity, in response to the call to tall! 
politics among themselves. Prom the 
outset some questioning was heard as to 
who had called it, but in spite of all 
shuffling it soon appeared that the Mar- 
tiuites had pulled the wires, arranged 
for a chairman, selected the speakers, 
and made every effoif to make it appear 
that the working classes were solid for 
the government. To help it out, Mr. 
Perry Hills occupied a front seat on one 
side, and led the Martinite applause by 
pounding the floor with a heavy stick, 
while Mr. John Macmillau across from 
him did similar yeoman service with his 
feet. In spite of all, however, the meet- 
ing was far from being one-sided, so 
much so that something very like a hitch 
occurred in the seconding of the all- 
covering resolution with which the meet- 
ing ended. 

Chairman "W. McKay in an introduc- 
tory speech informed the gathering that 
the meeting bad been called to give the 
worklngmon a chance to discuss among 
themselves the vexed questions of the 
present campaign. He considered that 
among these questions were some most 
tremendous issues, which made the com- 
ing elections one of the most crucial ever 
held in this province. In spite of this 
there were many workingincu who even 
yet did not know where they were at or 
how they should vote. After calling 
himself a Radical rather than a Liberal, 
he made a mild attack upon Mr. Kit-hard 
Hall, who, though a Liberal, had ai last 
accepted the nomination of the Liberal- 
Conservative party. This fact should 
not be lost sight of, for, the speaker was 
sure, it would bob up again and be of 
great public interest Regarding the 
eight-hour law, he was sure thnt it had 
not been the cause of the shutting down 
of the Kootenay mines. Some of theso 
had shut down while new machinery and 
plant were being put in, and in all the 
others it was found to be not a matter 
of hours, but a quebtion of wages. He 
then charged the late opposition with 
setting itself against this law, in spite of 
the fact that that law helped the labor- 
ing man. 

A Voice — Tell us if there is an eight- 
hour law in England? 

Mr. McKay— No, not on the statute 
book. 

Same Voice — And is not Mr. Beckwith 
a Conservative running on a snrt of 
Liberal ticket? 

Mr. McKay — I will not answer any 
question upon matters of which I have 
not already spoken. 

Mr. Kirkwood was then introduced 
and eulogized what ho called the clear- 
cut platform of Mr. Martin, and claimed 
that the opposition were political bank- 
rupts and had no platform to show. Mr. 
Helmcken wns thou picked out for an 
individual attack, and, after some some- 
what vulgar comparisons, was said to be 
a patriot to-day and a recreant to-mor- 
row. 

This sally was greeted with hisses 
from the crowd. 

The speaker then told of the excellent 
virtues of Mr. Martin, mixing it up 
wonderfully with all sorts of general 
charges of dishonesty against Mr. Tur- 
ner and his associates. Among other 
things he gave Premier Martin great 
credit for stopping the notorious thieving 
of the C. P. R., adding that Mr. Turner 
must have known of these things and 
shared in its proSts. 

This remark called forth cries of 
" That's false," and was met with pro- 
longed hisses. 

The speaker then took up Mr. Turner's 
recent. speech, and after a few 
words upon many subjects, took up 
the railway policy of Mr. Martin. 
This, he said, Mr. Martin both 
would nnd could carry through. He was 
the Moses to lead them through the 
wilderness. 
A Voice— It will take forty years. 
Ho (Mr. Martin) will lead up to vic- 
tory. He is a light in our darkness. 
/Laughter.) Ho has the confidence of 
the workingmen, who have two-thirds of 
the votes of the city, and this vote will 
carry Mr. Martin and his condiutors 
through.

Some one then asked it this was to be 

workingman's meeting or was it called 
by Martin. This the chairman refused 
to answer. This stand occasioned a lit- 
tle confusion, but the chairman would 
not show his hand any more clearly. 

After a lull the chairman called upon 
Mr. James Tagg nnd A. G. Hay, but 
neither responded to the invitation. 

Mr. A. Johnson was then called on, 
and at once plunged into the Mongolian 
labor question. He thought that the $50 
tax had done much good regarding the 
Chinese, hut in the influx of Japanese 
was now a much more pressing Hunger. 
Those hordes were so numerous that they 
threatened to drive out all white labor- 
ers very soon from the province. Mr. 
Turner is said to have stated in the legis- 
lature that certain industries, salmon 
packing being one, depended upon this 
form of labor. This, however, the speak- 
er did not and would not believe, and he 
thought that they would not hut pre- 
judice their cbbo in the eyes of the Ot- 
tawa authorities by returning Mr. Turn- 
er for this city. He had hopes, however, 
that Mr. Martin would by persistent re- 
enactment help them in this matter. 

Upon the railway question, he thought 
that if the government did not own the 
railways, there wan no alternative but 
that the railways would own the govern- 
ment. If a company could build such a 
road, as the Coast to Kootenay railway, 
it meant that a part of the people could 
do it and so how much more easily would 
the whole people succeed in such an un- 
dertaking. The speaker than advocated 
an eight-hour day, and sat down amid 
prolonged applause alter an exceedingly 
able and fair-minded speech. 

Mr. Lossie followed. He began by 
stating that he hud come to speak as a 
workingtnan, and not as a Martinite, in 
spite of the fact that he wore a white 
tie. He then produced a couple of 
•sheets and read a long series o£ statistics 
regarding railway bonuses, and claimed 
that the 05-1 miles of railway in the prov- 
ince have received from the people some 
$70,570,000. This included the land 
grante -upon which the speaker placed a 
value of $5 per acre. He was but a 
workinman, but thought that the state 
should h.wo built them, ami so increased 
the value of the country for itself. 

A few question regarding laud valued 
were then answered and Mr. Leddingham 
was called upon. He hud at first op- 
posed Mr. Martin, hut when he saw his 
progressive platform he was obliged to 
follow him. These planks suited the 
people, twelve of them directly interested 
the workingmen and deserved their sup- 
port. We were told that we could not 
legislate against Chinese, hut ;wo could 
legislate against doctors and lawyers. 
The latter were not always a law-abiding 
lot. Among the business taxes of the 
city was one upon the lawyers, but this 
class always evaded payment. 

Mr. Helmcken— Mr. Ledinghain, I've 
always paid .that tax when it was de- 
manded. 

Mr. Ledingham— How mauy times 
have you paid it? Have you paid it 
once?" 

Mr. Helmcken— Yes. 

Mr. Ledingham— Have you paid it 
twice? 

Mr. Helmcken — All-h, yes. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Ledingham— Have you paid it 
three times? 

Mr. Helmcken — I've not been asked 
three times.

Mr. Ledingham then took up the Mon- 
golian question, the eight-hour day and 
champerty, speaking upon them for some 
time from a Martinite standpoint.

In the history of the siege of Mafcklng 
there should stand forth aa event as re- 
markable to posterity, If, perhaps, not quite 
so historical, as the famous ball which was 
given by the Duchess of Richmond on the 
eve of Waterloo. It niny be, indeed, a 
trite comparison since Its only relationship 
is contained in the fact that the officers 
were called away to the Held of battle; 
but, with so much uncertainty in European 
circles upon the conditions of the garri- 
son, this .'act and its Issues tend to show 
the spirit with which the town Is sustain- 
ing Its precarious existence. Although we 
have some 11,000 floors around us, with 12 
different varieties of artillery, and despite 
the steady Increase in fatalities from shot 
and shell which marks each day, we can 
yet stimulate our flagging spirits to a pitch 
In which a ball Is accepted and welcomed 
as nn essential to the conditions of tuo 
siege. A mere detail, yet one of sufficient- 
ly striking Importance and showing how 
very sombre and how serious Is the dally 
situation, will, perhaps, be found In the 
postponement of this ball from Saturday 
night until the succeeding evening— a pro- 
ceeding which wns rendered necessary by 
the death of a popular townsman from a 
100-pound shell In the course of the pre- 
vious morning. Recent Sundays have re- 
vealed u tendency upon the part of the 
enemy to Ignore that generous nnd cour- 
teous concession to a beleaguered garrison, 
which Gen. Cronje granted by professing 
Ids willingness to observe the Sabbath, In 
so much that the Boers have maintained 
rifle lire until Q In the morning, commenc- 
ing again at any moment after "0 o'clock nt 
night. This Sunday was no exceptlou, and 
we had the usual matutinal volleys In the 
morning. 

Toward 8 o'clock in the evening the 
streets near the Masonic Hall presented 
In uniform nnd ladles In charming toliets 
an animated, even a gay, picture. Officers 
In uniform and ladles In charming toilets 
were making their way to the scene of 
the festivity, each with u cureless happi- 
ness which made it impossible to believe 
that within a thousand yards of the town 
were the enemy's lines. Immense cheer- 
ing greeted the Btralns of "Rule Britannia," 
played by the band of the Bechuannland 
Rifles, and then the dnnce commenced. 
The town danced upon the edge of a vol- 
cano, as it were; and while it danced, the 
outposts watched with strained eye for any 
sign of movement In the enemy's lines. As 
dusk closed In the outposts had reported to 
the colonel commanding that the advanced 
| trenches of the enemy had been reinforced 
i with some I'.OO Boers, and that their gallop- 
ing Maxim had been drawn by four men 
to a point adjacent to our outlying posts 
I in the brickfields, while what appeared to 
I be the -pounder Krupp had boon put In- 
| to an emplacement upon the southeastern 
| front. This news Col. Buden-Powcll did 
not permit to become known, since he 
very properly wished to allow the garri- 
son to enjoy its dunce If occasion offered; 
and accordingly the dance began. It was 
early when the enemy sent their prelimin- 
ary volley Whistling over the town; In an 
instant the animation of the streets which 
bad preceded the dunce was apparent once 
more, as around the dcors-of the Masonic 
Hall a lumber of people collected from out 
of the lm'1 room. Officers raced to their 
posts as older lies galloped through the 
streets sounding a general alarm. We were 
to be attacked, and a mnn can serve his 
guns, and ply his rifle, can stand to his 
post In evening pumps and dress trousers 
as efficiently and as thoroughly as he 
could were he clothed In the conrses habili- 
ments of the trenches. For a few minutes 
no one quite knew whnt would happen, 
and greater mystification prevailed as the 
noise of firing came from every quarter of 
our- front. Urgent orders were Issued, to 
be obeyed as rapidly; Maxims were brought 
up at a gallop; the reserve squadron was 
held In readiness, coming up to headquar- 
ters nt the double. The guns were loaded 
nnd trained, and within n few minutes of 
the general alarm, the ballroom was desert- 
ed and every man was ut his post. 

It wns a fine night nnd the moon was 
full. Here and there, silhouetted against 
the sky line, those who were watching could 
see the reinforcements marching to the ad- 
vanced trenches. There had been little 
time to think of anything, to collect any- 
thing, the men who were sent forward 
simply snatching their rifles and ammuni- 
tion reserves. For a brief, moment there 
wns exceeding confusion In the forts that 
had been ordered to furnish reinforce- 
ments for any particular trench; but' this 
duty was performed so quickly, and the 



town wns In such readiness to repel at- 
tack, that our mobilization would have 
reflected credit upon the smartest Imperial 
force. Presently there came a lull in the 
Bring, ami the ambulance wagon made 
Its way to n sheltered point, prepared to 
move forward should It become necessary. 
1 watched for a few minutes the scene In 
the market squnre, paying particular at- 
tention to Col. Baden-Powell and his staff 
oftleers, who had congregated beyond the 
stoop of the headquarters office. Now 
and again Lord Edward Cecil, the chief 
staff oftlcer. would detach himself from the 
group to semi an Instruction by one of the 
many orderlies who, with their horses, 
were In waiting. It was a cheering specta- 
cle, the prompt nnd methodical manner In 
which our final arrangements were perpect- 
ed. Then the staff group broke up and the 
C. S. O. explained the possibilities of the 
situation. The enemy contemplated aa at- 
tack upon our southeastern front, con- 
centrating their advance upon our position 
In the brickfields. If such, Indeed, were 
the case, we could promise ourslves a 
smart little tight, and one, moreover, at 
point blank range. We had so fortltled our 
trenches in this particular quarter that, 
happily, there was no prospect of any dis- 
aster similar to that which befell our nrms 
nt Gnme Tree. Towards midnight heavy 
firing broke out upon the western out- 
posts, caused, as was afterwards proved, 
by the success of our native cattle raiders, 
who, managing to elude the vigilance of 
the Boer scouts, had driven some few 
head of cattle through their lines Into our 
own camp.— London Times.

One of the Settlers Tells of the 
Difficulties Under Which 
It Labors, 



A Scarcity of Finances Delays 
the Work of Improving 
the Farms. 



Up :it the far north end of Vancouver 
Island are some twenty or thirty ranches 
of the regulation pre emption of 100 acres, 
with as many log cabins, rough timbered 
shacks, pine board shanties, standing on 
four stumps of sawn down trees, a few 
frame cottages and other dwellings. Each 
with the exception of the little shuck 
marked "Tost Office," ana the store at 
Fisherman's Cove, where the Wlllapa calls 
once every month, and gives the Inhabitants 
twelve glimpses of the world each year, are 
hidden from the others In the shades of 
spruce thickets. This is Cape Scott, the 
Scandinavian colony— the resilience of about 
seventy people. The casual visitor going 
up on the Wlllapa would hardly know there 
was a colony there, for all he sees, until 
he gets into the spruce trees, Is the post 
oftlce and the son? at Fisherman's Cove. 
For the rest, there Is the rocky shoreline 
and the thick woods, which nin In from 
a little distance back of the shore line. The 
settlement Is beyond, where there are 
many spaces of good farming lands. 

Hev. Mr. Mylund. erstwhile pastor of the 
colony, arrived with his family by the Wll- 
lnpa yesterday, and In an interview last 
night, said: 

"When the • colonists went up to 
the Island, under the leadership 
of Mr. Hansen, three years ago, the thou 
government gave them promises that roads 
would be built, and enacted special legis- 
lation for the encouragement of the col- 
ony. Now the government Is changed, and 
a now one is In which is not Inclined to 
carry out the promises to the colonists. 

"I did not want to leave the settlement, 
but what was there left but to do so? r did 
no leave because I did not like It. for there 
Is good farming . land there. There were 
two reasons for my return, first, the health 
of my wife was bad, and another thing] I 
had not money enough to stay. I may or 
may not go hack, but [ shall certainly not 
go back for a year or so anyway. I Intend 
holding on to my land there though, and 
paying the taxes, for It is good land. 

"Yes," he said, "the colony has good 
prospects, but the politics changed. Even 
now, If they had n little money, which they 
have not, for I doubt If there Is a thous- 
and dollars In the settlement, they could 
start some Industry, say. a cannery or salt- 
ing factory for salmon, halibut or cod, with 
which the waters at the end of the Island 
teem. There Is an abundant supply of llsh 
there. But a short time before I came 
down, two Indians with n canoe took as 
many as forty halibut, many of them weigh- 
ing two hundred pounds. Such an Industry 
"Would furnish employment and make good 
returns. It takes money, though, to start 
anything, and there are seventv people 
(here with very little of It. 

"The fact that the colonists have no sur- 
plus mouey retards them from improving 
the lands, for they have to go to any em- 
ployment they can get to earn money. 
When I left, a large number. If not the 
greater part of the males, were prepar- 
ing to leave for Rivers Inlet, where they 
have been promised employment during 
I lie salmon season. 

"The breaking of the dyke, on the building 
of which they spent all last summer, was 
a sad blow to the settlers. They had It all 
but completed when, after some storms last 
fall, a heavy sea swept In and carried 
away their work. There was a saw mill In 
operation last winter, the owner shut 
It down and Is now working on the Main- 
land. He will perhaps go up again this 
summer, (bough. 

'•However, although things ran against 
the colonists, they will pull through all 
right yet. If bard work ami grit count f ir 
anything. There are about forty mill; 
cows there and many chickens, and it Is 
expected that they will be able to send 
down butter, eggs and farm produce, per- 
haps starting on the next trip of the N'll- 
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ir the cattle, and in the Ingow 
which the dyke which failed w. 
ullt, there tire many acres of gm 
land, which will give a good hit

IN A CAPTURED TOWN, 

Life in Vryburg During Its Occupation 
By tho Boers. 

An unnamed Capetown correspondent 
in. the Montreal Star gives a number of 
interesting incidents of life in Vryburg 
while the Boers occupied the place: 

I have gathered many interesting par- 
ticulars as to the condition of the British 
subjects left in Bechuanaland from a 
lady who has just arrived from Vryburg 
via Pretoria and Delngou Bay. In the 
township of Vryburg alone there are still 
1200 British subjects who have not thrown 
in their lot with the enemy, and a few 
families in the district. From a list of 
those in the town, I loom that 150 of 
them are people of British 'birth, the re- 
mainder being Dutch loyalists, and the 
greater proportion of them tire women 
and children whose husbnndts have been 
expelled. By this time ihey must bo in 
straits for want of food, as tit tho date 
my informant left— the third week in 
February— supplies were running very 
short. 

No reliable news, even of the district 
itself, could be obtained by the British 
people, as no one could enter or leave the 
town without a special permit. The two 
principal stores were "confiscated" ow- 
ing to their proprietors being reported to 
have supplied things to the British troops 
in the colony, and two assistants who 
knew the cost marks were deputed to sell 
the goods to the "burghers," their wives 
and families at co«t price. Permits to 
buy in lots of £5 were given by the land- 
drost. the condition attached to these 
permits being that "they were to be paid 
lor after the war, but in the case of poor 
people it didn't matter." Naturally, a 
roaring trade was done. The two store 
assistants, witli the help of two young 
ladies (daughters of a town councillor 
and ti British official), were as busy as 
busy could be. Soloman & Co.'s store 
was reckoned to have been relieved of 
£5,000 worth of goods in four days. 

Several incidents of life in Vryburg 
under the Boers were not without their 
humorous side. One Englishwoman was 
so enraged at her horee being comman- 
deered that when the zarps came to fetch 
it she attacked them witli her lists and 
blackened both their eyes, and, to tho 
credit of Vryburg be it recorded, she Was 
not punished. 

The building of the new town hall (in 
honor of Queen Victoria's Jubilee), for 
the erection of which a loan was obtained 
from the Colonial government last year, 
is proceeding apace, A local joke has it 
that the new building is to be Oom Paul's 
summer residence. 

A well-known resident, a prominent 
Bondman, has covered himself with ridi- 
cule by tleciug from the town under pecu- 
liar circumstances. He is postmaster 
and Landdrost's clerk, and since the re- 
lief of Kimborley has lived in constant 
dread of Tommy Atkins making a sud- 
den appearance at Vryburg. A certain 
townsman in the owner of a very line 
ami large gramophone, and one evening 
be wound it up and set it playing on his 
stoop. The postmaster was strolling in 
the vicinity when the phone burst out 
with a military band selection of popular 
British air-, and the postmaster, con- 
vinced that it was a real band in the dis- 
tance, took to his heels, and ran a mile 
and a quarter without stopping, when he 
was brought to his bearings by a Trans- 
vaal policeman. 

At Johannesburg my informant enjoy- 
ed the hospitality of a friend whose sym- 
pathy with the Transvaal was beyond 
question, in fact, he had returned from 
tho front to recover from a wound. Be- 
ing a woman, she was able to speak her 
mind on the war, which formed the daily 
staple of conversation. On one occasion 
the host returned from a servicc-jyheja 
(he Rev. Mr. Meiring bad proved the 
righteousness of the Boer cause, and the 
certainty of victory, from the second 
verse of Exodus XX., "I tun the Lord thy 
God, which brought thee out of the Cape 
Colony, out of the house of bondage," 
and when his guest demanded what 
bondage the Boers had been in in the 
colony coolness arose. In the train near 
Middelburg she overheard a party of 
burghers complaining of the hardships of 
the campaign, and of the good shooting 
of the English soldiers, saying they had 
heard the soldiers could only dress well, 
and play line music, but they had found 
otherwise. 



NEW BRUNSWICK UNIVERSITY. 

Centennary Proceedings Ma-red By a 
Tragic Incident. 

Fredericton, N.B., May 20.— The Cen- 
tennial celebration of the University of 
New Brunswick opened this morning. 
Shortly after two o'clock the procession 
left the college, headed by the 71st Bat- 
talion (York) band and marched to the 
parliament buildings. A sad accident oc- 
curred as the procession was being ush- 
ered into seats. Dr. Theodore IT. Rand, 
of Toronto, and formerly chancellor of 
MoMaster University, ou whom the uni- 
versity was to confer an honorary de- 
gree fell into a fainting lit. He was car- 
ried into one of the adjoining rooms, 
where be died a few minutes later. Only 
very few learned of this at the time and 
the proceedings went on without inter- 
ruption. The cause o£ death was heart 
trouble. Dr. Rand was tit one time Sup- 
erintendent of Education in. New Bruns- 
wick.

CAPE SCOTT ALL RIGHT. 

Sir: In an issue of the Colonist a 
month ago there appeared a correspond- 
ence from Vancouver city, the burden of 
which was a ta'e of destitution at Cape 
Scott. For climax the tale wound up 
by declaring that the settlers were about 
to ask government aid in reclaiming 
new lands. While, of course, I do not 
intend to say that your correspondent 
may not have thought himself justified 
in propagating this story, I do intend 
emphatically to deny its truth. What 
foundation there may be for the tale I 
know not; maybe some remarks by a 
dissatisfied settler. But anybody having 
the least experience in a new country 
knows what reliance to give the tales of 
dissatisfied settlers. I have lived two 
years in the colony, and can say there 
has never been any destitution, and that 
never has a single individual suffered 
for the lack of the necessaries of life. 
It seems self-evident that none can be as 
sanguine as to expect to make a living 
on land where three years ago a single 
tree had not been cut down. But we 
are gradually approaching that time. As 
for asking government aid, I have yet 
to learn of any such proposal. The 
settlers here have come prepared to help 
themselves, and as long as British 
Columbia offers a workingman the op 
portunities it does, no such proposal will 
come from this settlement. 

Whoever will, let them ridicule our 
attempt to colonize this part of tho 
Island. We who have been here during 
nearly three years think that the end w'll 
justify our faith in Vancouver Island as 
a future dairying country. Let me add 
that on land cleared a little over a year 
ago, and sowed with clover last year, 
there was in the middle of May this year 
clover measuring 10 inches.

The following interesting and valuable! 
report by Mr. Win. M. Brewer on the 
iron ore deposits of Vancouver and Tex- 
udu islands appears in the Engineering 
& Miniug Journal. This i.s the thirtieth 
letter on British Columbia written by 
Mr. Brewer in the paper. 

The possibilities of extensive iron nnd 
steel works on either Vancouver or Tex- 
ada Island have never been thoroughly 
discussed by the public press. Califor- 
nia capitalists being impressed several 
years since with the importance of the 
iron ore deiMXsits on Texada Island, se- 
cured a large tract of land by crown 
grant from the provincial government. 
The same syndicate erected a charcoal 
blast furnace at Iromlale in the state of 
Washington, and for a time manufactur- 
ed pig iron of such superior quality that 
it was recognized by the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco as the best 
grade of iron they could obtain. For 
some commercial reason the furnace 'was 
blown out, and the shipment of iron ore 
discontinued, but the owners of the ]>roj>- 
crty kept 41 small gang of men on pros- 
pect work for the reason, as explained to 
tlie writer, that it was their desire to 
determine 'whether this iron ore was un- 
derlaid by copper bearing ore, .because 011 
(he surface there was considerable cop- 
per associated with the iron ore. 

A shaft was sunk which, for the lirst 
50 feet, passed through ore carrying low- 
copper values; below that point the shaft 
was continued vertically through coun- 
try rock a further depth of 100 feet; from 
the bottom of this u tunnel was driven 
under the main ibody of the Iron ore, and 
at a level of 277 feet below any of the 
workings from which ore was extracted 
for shipment io the biarit furnace. This 
work the writer is reliably informed hae 
resulted in determining that a good grade 
of Iron ore occurs ou that level, the body 
being about 70 feet in thickness. This 
is the deepest work that has boon done 
one any part of the iron ore deposits on 
either of the islands. The ore la ft mag- 
netite iron ore with phosphorus below the 
Bessemer limit. 

The location, of the deposit Is at salt 
water, where a wharf and ore-bins have 
been built, which are connected with the 
workings in the mine by a .gravity tram- 
way. This deposit of magnetite occurs 
between the contact of crystalline lime 
stone and diorite. Along the dine of 
strike the outcrop can be traced for about 
1V6 miles on a southeasterly direction 
from the main workings. It forms prom- 
inent bluffs iu many places, and every in- 
dication is present that this deposit is of 
vast magnitude. 

On the west coast of Vancouver Island, 
near the entrance to Barclay Sound, iron 
ore very similar to that found ou Tex- 
ada Island occurs near Sechnrt Landing, 
as well as 011 Copper Island, one of u 
group at the entrance to the Alberni 
Canal. These are the only two import- 
ant deposits on Vancouver Island which 
have been prospected to any extent. 
Other deposits of iron ore ure known 
in the sume vicinity, the extent of which 
is problematical because they have not 
been prospected. The representative of a 
syndicate from Pittsburg informed the 
writer some time back that he estimated 
that there were 0,0011,000 tons of iron ore 
in sight on Copper Island alone. 

At the Sechart deposits prospecting hue 
been carried on for the past few years, 
and the owners estimate a vast quantity 
of ore iu sight. borne of this curries 
copper values, and the work performed 
during 1800 was principally for the pur- 
pose of determining whether or not the 
ore carried sufficient values of copper to 
give the property value as a copper pro- 
position. Because of the low price of 
pig iron previous to 'last season, the dis- 
covery of copper values would prove 
more important to the owners than the 
determination of the quantity of iron ore, 
and 'because there were no blast furnaces 
jn the province, these deposits of iron ore 
have received less attention than they 
merited. For the manufacture of iron, 
copper contents in the ore depreciate its 
value, but the results of deep work on 
the iron ore deposits on Texada Island, 
where it has been determined that the 
copper values, instead of increasing, have 
dteappenred ontirei/, should encourage 
further exploration in order to detenuim; 
the quantity of iron ore in nij?ht, 

On the west coast of the Mainland of 
Britiuh Columbia, ut the mouth of Kll- 
della river, Rivers Inlet, which is situ- 
ated about 80 miles northerly from the 
northern extremity of Vancouver Island, 
another ore deposit of magnetite occurs 
between granite and limestone. This 
ledge of iron ore is reported to be 30 
feet wide, and the limestone on the foot- 
wall side about 40 feet wide. The fol- 
lowing analyses of, this ore have been 
furnished to the writer, No. 1 by P. C. 
Gilchrist and 10. Riley of London, and 
No. 2 by Prof. Chapman of Ottawa: 
No. 1 — Iron, (50.85; manganese, traces; 
Bilicious matters, 2.75; sulphur, 0.00; 
phosphoric acid, traces; moisture, 
traces. No. 2— Protoxide of iron, 29.20; 
sosquioxido of iron, G7.26; oxide of 
manganese, traces; titanic acid, 0.1 
phosphoric acid, 0.05; sulphuric acid, 
0.00; insoluble silieious matters, 3.2G. 
The average of several nnnlyses, made 
by a local surveyor, gave 09% per cent, 
metallic iron and O.01 phosphorus. 

When it is considered that crystalline 
limestone of apparently the same grade 
as is being so successfully used at pres- 
ent for flux in the Van Anda smelter 
occurs in close proximity to all the iron 
ore deposits on the west coast of Britisli 
Columbia and the islands, and that a 
good grade of coke is made at the Union 
mines, on the east coast of Vancouver 
Island, it can readily be seen that pig 
iron enn bo manufactured cheaply in 
Western Britisli Columbia. If an iron 
industry is established in Western Brit- 
ish Columbia, the iron plants would not 
be dependent entirely on coke from the 
Union mines, although at the present 
time no coke is manufactured from the 
Nanaimo, the Wellington or the Exten- 
sion mines, situated near Nanaimo, on 
the east coast of Vancouver Island. 
There are also the coal fields in the 
vicinity of Tort McNeill, on the eastern 
coast, which have never yet been 
opened, although some boring has been 
done.

pear to indicate a good grade and a fair 
thickness. 

There are also coal fields on the north- 
west coast of the Island ou Quatsino 
Sound, owned by the Hallidie Syndicate 
of San Francisco, which are being de- 
veloped, prospecting having been carried 
ou since the spring of 1800. Whether 
this coal is suitable for coking, the writer 
is not informed. In addition to these 
occurrences of coal on Vancouver Island, 
there are extensive fields of anthracite 
coal on Queen Charlotte Island, which 
are owned by a syndicate of Victoria, 
B. C, capitalists. These have not .vet 
been opened, but reports made ou them, 
by experts indicate that the seams are 
of abnormal thickness, it being claimed 
one seam is 18 feet. 

The home consumption of pig iron in 
Canada would not be sufficient to war- 
rant the erection of plants for manufac- 
turing iron and steel on the Pacific 
Coast, nnd of course the duty would 
operate against any large export trade 
to the United States, but as an offset to 
this duty tie' Canadian government has 
offered a bonus of ?2 per ton for iron 
manufactured from native ores, and $*2 
a tun for iron rolled from native pig. 

Leaving both the home consumption 
nnd export trade to the United State's 
out of the question, there remains the 
(rude of the Orient, which is the natural 
field for the export of iron and steel 
from the Pacific Coast, and the demand 
in these countries is one which should 
be thoroughly investigated. There will 
be besides, in future, 11 trade in Russian 
territory for iron and steel manufacture 
ou this Const. ■

making iu Western British Columbia 
are taken into consideration, there is no 
Question that a very large field for enter- 
prising iron-masters exists, which lias 
been absolutely neglected in the pnst.

The present trouble in Ashauti— some- 
times spelled Ashautee or Sianti— West 
Africa, is u sequel to the wars of 1874 
and 1805, in which Kings Koffee and 
Prenipeh respectively were whipped into 
submission by the Britisli, whom it is 
suid they attacked at the instigation of 
French traders. 

Prempeh, the successor of Koffee, was 
ordered to pay a heavy indemnity iu gold, 
and an attempt was made to secure the 
golden stool or throue-chair of the king 
of Asbauti, in default of part payment 
of the required indemnity. Prempeh 
succeeded in hiding this valuable seat, 
and British agents are said to have kept 
up a still hunt for it until the first week 
of the present month, when they learned 
of its whereabouts and made an attempt 
to get possession of it, precipitating a 
rising for which the governor, Sir Fred- 
crick Mitchell Hodgson, was poorly pre- 
pared. While the natives are besieging 
Kumassi, the capital. British troops are 
being hurried forward to disperse the 
savage warriors, to whom the golden 
stool i* a sacred emblem. 

Until recent years the horrible prac- 
tice of human sacrifice was so well 
established in Ashunti that a ruler could 
have bis subjects butchered simply be- 
cause he took a fancy to do so. The 
English have made strenuous efforts to

The King of Ashunti is said to have 
3,333 wives, and he is so effeminate him- 
self that a stranger is never certain of 
his sex until formally introduced. Yet 
this king caused the most atrocious 
crimes to be committed just becflmse bis 
fancy dictated, At one time a tdWD 
possessed three different places of exe- 
cution. The one for private execution 
was at the palace; the second, for pub- 
lie decapitation, was on the parade 
ground; and the third, for fetich sacri- 
fices, was in the sacred village of Ban- 
tanin. 

Ouc r,f the horrible instruments of 
butchery was the execution bowl, n 
large liasiu of brass some five feet in 
diameter, ornamented with four sinn.il 
lions and a number of round knobs all 
around its rim, except at one part where 
there is a space for the victim's neck to 
rest ou the edge. The blood of the vic- 
tims was allowed to putrify in the bowl, 
and, leaves and certain herbs being 
added, it was considered u very valuable 
fetich medicine. 

Any great function was seized upon as 
nn excuse for human sacrifices. The 
king went every quarter to pay his de- 
votions to the shades of his ancestors at 
Bantama, and this demanded the death 
of twenty men over the great bowl. On 
the death of any great personage two 
of the household slavis were at once kill- 
ed on the threshold of the door in order 
to attend their master immediately ii 
his new life, and his grave was after 
ward lined with the bodies of more slaves, 
who were to form his retinue in the spirit 
world. It was thought all the better if, 
during the burial, one of the attendant 
mourners could be stunned by a club, 
and dropped, still breathing, into the 
grave before il was filled in. In the case 
of a great lady dying slave girls were 
the victims. 

Death penalties were dealt out upon 
the slightest provocation. If a man 
fouud a nugget of gold or anything else 
of value and did n^t carry it at once to 
the king he was liable to decapitation. 
The lust for blood seemed to grow upon 
the people, and at public executions tor- 
tures were resorted to in order to satisfy 
the spectators. 

There were but t wo ways to escape 
execution when once a man was select- 
ed. One was to repeat the "King's oath," 
a certain formula of words, before they 
could gag him; the other was to break 
loom? from his captors and ran as far as 
the Bantama- Kumassi cross roads. If 
he could reach this point before being 
overtaken he was allowed to go free. In 
order to guard against their prisoners 
getting off by cither of these methods 
the executioners used to spring on the 
intended victim from behind, and while 
one bound his hands behind his back an- 
other drove a knife through both his 
cheeks, which effectually prevented him 
from opening bis mouth to speak, and in 
this horrible condition he had to await 
his turn for execution. When the time 
came the executioners, mad with blood, 
would make a rush for him and force 
him upon the bowl. Then one of them, 
using a large kind of a butcher's knife, 
.would cut into the spine and so carve 
the head off. 

The contract made between the king 
and the English government in 1874 con- 
tained a clause which provided for the 
abolition of the custom, but sacrifices 
were made until the expedition of 1S'J5 
was undertaken. The objects of this 
expedition were, besides putting an end 
to human sacrifice, to wipe out slave 
trading, and raiding, to insure peace and 
security for the neighboring tribes, and 
to settle the country nnd protect the de- 
velopment of trade' The expedition end- 
ed in the downfall of the Ashanti king.
